Attempted murder case adjourned to November

Twin brothers charged with 
attempted murder after a 92 
year-old Carstairs woman was 
attacked in her home six 
months ago have had their 
cases adjourned for another 
two months. 

Stuart Bell of Carstairs and 
Kenneth Bell of Rolling Hills, 
AB., were charged March 4 af¬ 
ter Alyce Francis was allegedly 


lifted up and dropped on her 
head. 

She suffered a compressed 
vertebrate in her lower back 
and a sore neck, she said. 
Francis was hospitalized fol¬ 
lowing the incident. 

The case was scheduled to 
go to pre-preliminary hearing 
on Sept. 8, but both defence 
and the Crown asked for and 
were granted the adjournment 
to Nov. 1. 


A publication ban prohibits 
reporting on what was said 
during the Sept. 8 court ap¬ 
pearance. Neither of the ac¬ 
cused attended the brief pro¬ 
ceedings. 

The pre-preliminary hearing 
is new in law. During such 
hearings the sides attempt to 
narrow the scope of evidence to 
be heard at a preliminary hear¬ 
ing, itself held to determine if 
there is enough evidence to 


send an accused to trial. 

Both the accused have been 
released on bail pending the 
next court appearance. 

A publication ban prohibits 
reporting on any bail restric¬ 
tions. 

No pleas have been entered 
in the case. 

Last week was the 12th 
court appearance for Ken Bell 
and the 10th court appear¬ 
ance for Stuart Bell. 


Reached at her home, Alyce 
Francis said she continues to 
follow the case and hopes 
things will move along in a 
timely fashion. 

“Naturally I wish it was 
over. It still weighs heavily on 
my mind and emotions,” said 
Francis. 

A school teacher in Moun¬ 
tain View County for 47 years, 
Francis taught the two accused 
during her career.

Alberta separatist party vying for MLA’s seat 


Party seeking 
locals interested 
in running in 
Provincial 
election

Voters in the Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills riding are going to 
have another choice in the 
upcoming Provincial election, 
predicted to take place in No¬ 
vember. 

The Separation Party of Al¬ 
berta have officially opened up 
office in the local riding and will 
be trying to unseat current 
Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
Tory MLA Richard Marz in this 
fall's election. 

Brian Vasseaur, a Carstairs 
resident and President of the 
local separatist constituency 
association says that it’s time 
Alberta separates, as the money 
being sent to Ottawa by Alberta 
taxpayers isn’t anywhere near 
what the Province receives 
back. 

Vasseaur says that in 2003 
Alberta paid over $11.1 billion 
more to Ottawa than it received. 
According to his party, this trans¬ 
lates to about $14,000 per aver¬ 
age family of four. 

According to the Separation 
Party of Alberta, “For almost 
100 years, Alberta and the West 
have been trying to become real 
members of Canada and true, 
equal partners in Confedera¬ 
tion. These efforts have proved 
fruitless. It is time to move for- 
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ward and protect Alberta’s fu¬ 
ture. It is time to stop the fi¬ 
nancial and emotional drain 
caused by an incompetent, un¬ 
responsive political and bu¬ 
reaucratic nightmare called 
‘Ottawa."* 

Vasseaur became interested 
in the Separation Party of Al¬ 
berta after the last Federal Elec¬ 
tion. 

Vasseaur says that the Lib¬ 
eral government isn’t running 
the country in the best inter¬ 
est of all Canadians, and after 
Eastern Canadians out voted 
the West - once again - giving 
the Liberals power, again, he 
said he had to do something to 
try to make a difference. 

“It just blew me away that 
they got in again,” Vasseaur 
said. 

Immediately following the 
election Vasseaur started his 
research and came upon the 
Separation Party of Alberta, 
and he believes their mandates 
are exactly what he was look¬ 
ing for and he says he truly be¬ 
lieves in the party. 

“This was exactly what I 
had been looking for,” Vasseaur 


said. 

The name explains the par¬ 
ty’s biggest mandate and that is 
to separate from the rest of 
Canada. 

“We would put it out to a 
referendum and let Albertans 
decide 100 per cent if we should 
separate or not,” he said. “The 
primary goal of our party is to 
facilitate a peaceful and orderly 
separation of Alberta from the 
Canadian Confederation and 
form an independent nation 
with our own constitution 
based on a true democracy 
where the will of the people 
shall prevail.” 

Vasseaur has no political 
experience under his belt, but 
he says he does have the inter¬ 
est to try to make this party 
win some seats in the next elec¬ 
tion. 

“It’s time for some change,” 
he said. 

Vasseaur is a retired officer 
with the Calgary Police Serv¬ 
ice (CPS), and says that justice 
is one thing that he definitely 
is pushing for, as well as his 
party is.

system that places a higher pri¬ 
ority on the rights of honest 
citizens and ensures murder¬ 
ers, rapists, child molesters, 
and other serious offenders 
serve a more representative 
sentence,” he said.

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Town smoothes things over with Didsbury drivers

not careful, it can be a real 
danger.” 

Not just a danger to our 
residents, but also to their 
vehicles. “I know some kids 
who have wrecked their 
struts because they are going 
too fast over the tracks. It’s 
an expensive problem,” 
states Taylor. All too often 
the scraping of bumpers and 
aprons can be heard as cars 
go rocking over the rails. 

The much needed repairs 
have been scheduled for 
Sept. 21st, and will take a 
few days to be completed. 
During this period, no trains 
will pass through the town. 
While some may enjoy this 
absence, there will be a small 
inconvenience - residents 
will have to use alternate 
routes into town, either the 
15th Avenue crossing, or the 
582 bypass. 

The cost incurred, which 
the Town is solely responsi¬ 
ble for, will run upwards of 
$50,000. “We will use part 
of our Street Improvement 
grant allocation to pay 75% 
of the cost,” explains Mayor 
Dorothy Moore. “This does 
mean we will have less to 
spend on projects else¬ 
where.” 

It’s a sacrifice most are 
ready to make. 


For many local resi¬ 
dents, the ride to work 
will soon be a lot 
smoother. Responding to 
years of complaints, the 
Town of Didsbury has fi¬ 
nally made the call every¬ 
one has been waiting for, 
and have scheduled the 
CPR to repair the rough 
wooden railway crossing 
on 20th Avenue, easily 
one of the town’s busiest 
roads. 

“I have to drive over 
the thing every day,” says 
Carla Taylor, owner of 
Cut’N Loose Hair Design. 
“It rattles me and my ve¬ 
hicle. It’s about time 
something is being done.” 
This sentiment is echoed 
by most who have had to 
endure the bumpy cross¬ 
ing as part of their daily 
commute. When asked 
how often he has to cross 
the tracks, Lindsay 
McFarquhar responds, 
“Too often.” 

“It’s been in bad shape 
for a number of years, but 
the last few have seen it 
deteriorate much more,” 
states McFarquhar, add¬ 
ing “You really need to 
slow down for it. If you’re

First Quarter Fiscal Update 

04-05 


While Albertans prepare to 
celebrate the province’s 
100th anniversary next year, 
we can now take pride that 
decisions of the past decade 
are ensuring prosperity for 
future generations. The First 
Quarter Fiscal Update re¬ 
leased August 31, 2004, by 
Finance Minister Patricia 
Nelson confirms the govern¬ 
ment will be able to set aside 
$3 billion to pay off the re¬ 
maining accumulated debt, as 
announced by Premier Ralph 
Klein in July. 

Alberta’s total revenue is 
about $4 billion higher than 
expected, largely due to high 
oil and gas prices. This ena¬ 
bles us to lock in the money 
for future debt payments in 
the Debt Retirement Account, 
resulting in savings that can 
be used to address Albertan’s 
priorities. 

We have already freed up 
more than $1.4 billion in an¬ 


nual servicing costs by aggres¬ 
sively paying down the debt 
during the last several years. 

The province has added 
about $700 million for health, 
including some $500 million 
in capital grants funded from 
the province’s Capital Ac¬ 
count. This funding includes 
including operational support 
and capital grants to health 
authorities, acute care beds in 
Edmonton and Calgary, rural 
supportive living spaces, and 
planning for the South Calgary 
Hospital and Health Sciences 
Ambulatory Learning Centre 
in Edmonton. 

As well, new funding will 
see teachers hired and school 
class sizes reduced, and the 
Alberta Seniors Benefit im¬ 
proved. All seniors will also be 
exempted from paying health 
care insurance premiums ef¬ 
fective October 1, 2004. 

As well, the province’s 
Sustainability Fund has pro¬ 


vided $379 million for BSE as¬ 
sistance, forest fires, and flood 
relief. Some $285 million has 
been set aside for expected 
natural gas rebates this winter. 

However, our prosperity 
leads to a new set of challenges 
as we look forward to an Al¬ 
berta unconstrained by debt. 
We cannot simply fall into old 
spending patterns. 

Many of us still remember 
the shape that Alberta was left 
in the last time it happened. 
Thanks to the direction from 
Albertans, who told us you 
pay off the debt, we have fi¬ 
nally climbed out of that hole. 

Once again, we are asking 
for your direction. A survey, 
titled It’s Your Future, was 
sent to all Alberta households 
at the end of August, asking 
you what the priorities should 
be for a debt-free Alberta. 

As Alberta heads into its 
next 100 years, we want you 
to be a part of it.

• Addition of several definitions including Environmental Reserve, Municipal Reserve, Grade. 
Daycare Facility, Deck. Deck-Unenclosed, Porch, Office in the Home 

• Redefine dwelling unit 

• Addition of cantilever guidelines 

• Addition of a clause for providing variances 

• Addition of a clause for buildings, vehicles or objects that are detrimental to the surrounding 
area to not be permitted 

• Solid Fuel Burning appliances (wood boilers, wood furnaces) to now require a development 
permit 

• Removal of cattle allowed in an R4 (large lot) district 

• A maximum of 3 equine to be allowed in an R4 (large lot) district as a discretionary use 

• R2 (General Residential) Rear Yard setback to be changed from 10 meters to R meters 

• Condominium developments to be removed from R4 (large lot) districts 

• Clarification of where the measurement for fences, tower, etc. are to be taken from 

• Wind Generators to require a permit 

• Removal of the requirement for lots to have a minimum of two trees 

• Clarification of setbacks for Accessory Buildings 

• Creation of a clause relating to outdoor commercial patios to not be detrimental to the 
surrounding area by way of noise, lighting, odors, access, etc. 

• Removal of requiring a permit for an office in the home (by definition) 

• Addition of construction trailers permitted as a temporary use 

• Clarification in regards to satellite antennas 

• Clarification of requirements for Alberta I Calls 

• Other administrative/clerical changes and/or additions

funds when they respond to mo¬ 
tor vehicle accidents, and some 
of these funds were put towards 
this new truck. According to 
Didsbury's Deputy Fire Chief 
Bob Wright the truck will come 
in handy, and replaces a one 
tonne truck which was very out¬ 
dated. and wasn’t a very reliable 
vehicle. "It replaces a 1982 one 
tonne truck. We have more local 
space for the vehicle extrication 
equipment, and just more room 
in general,” Wright said. 

All fire departments within 
Mountain View County (MVC) 
act as the first responders to 


medical assists, and with this 
new truck it will eliminate the 
number of trucks which will 
have to go out on a call in 
Didsbury, Wright explained. 

“This will now be the only 
truck which will respond to a 
medical assist," he said. “This 
truck will also support the other 
firetrucks when we are called to 
motor vehicle collisions and 
other types of calls.” 

This truck will be able to act 
as a command centre anywhere 
within Mountain View County 
as there is a command room 
filled with maps, manuals, and 


other medical equipment which 
could be used in the case of some 
sort of mass disaster within the 
County. 

Wright says that this truck is 
a very welcome addition to the 
vehicle fleet at the Didsbury 
Fire Hall, adding it will improve 
response times and efficiency. 
“The other truck was 22 years 
old and was worn out - so it was 
needed,” he said. “It is a safer 
truck.” The truck has already 
been on a number of calls, 
and so far the truck seems 
to be working very well, 
Wright said.

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NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

A stressful week. 


Dear family and 
friends. 

This has been the kind 
of week that you hope 
you don’t have too often. 
Fortunately, it came after 
a restful, reviving week¬ 
end. Let me tell you about 
the weekend first. Though 
it was restful, it still was 
a bit stressful. This past 
weekend was the Staff 
Retreat. We went out to 
Miango where there is a 
retreat center. The theme 
of the weekend was The 
Purpose-Driven Life. The 
speaker did a great job of 
introducing us to the in¬ 
formation in the book 
and whetting our appetite 
for more. 

With the worship 
times, teaching times and 
prayer times it was a 
good time to focus on our 
own lives and what God 
was doing in and through 
us. There was also lots of 
time for rest, recreation 
and spending time with 
other staff. It was also the 
last weekend of the Olym¬ 
pics and for many of us 
the only time we have 
been able to see any of the 
Olympics so we enjoyed 


that as well. The reason it 
was a bit stressful was that 
I was chairman of the 
planning committee for 
the retreat so we were in¬ 
volved with making sure 
things went as planned 
and taking care of any 
problems that arose (there 
weren’t many). 

I had three extra 
classes in on Monday 
morning and a committee 
meeting in the afternoon. 
We are getting ready for 
renewing our accredita¬ 
tion and it is a lengthy 
process that involves lots 
of extra work for all the 
staff. I am on the steer¬ 
ing committee so we have 
been working hard trying 
to get committees in 
place, plan in-service time 
to work on it and getting 
all the documents ready 
to begin. As secretary for 
the committee, I get to 
type up the minutes the 
next morning and get 
them distributed.

The 
school is in the process of 
setting up houses for teach¬ 
ers that they will hire directly 
from North America (now 
most teachers are sent by 
the various mission agen¬ 
cies). Our house will be one 
of the houses used for these 
teachers, so we are hoping 


that they will want to buy 
some of the furnishings, ap¬ 
pliances, etc. That way we 
can continue to live in the 
house until just before we 
go, instead of having to sell 
things out from under our¬ 
selves. 

We have been saddened 
by the world events we 
have heard about this week, 
the hostage situation at the 
school in Russia, the tur¬ 
moil in Darfur, Sudan, and 
the continued unrest in the 
Middle East.

Their prayers and the 
concern voiced in them 
have been encouraging to 
me.

I'm thinkingparticularly of cinema's most glamorous sex 
queens, such as Marilyn Monroe and Brigitte Bardot, who 
had difficulty dealing with the depersonalization of body 
worship as the years passed. 

Research also indicates some interesting consequences 
in regard to martial stability for the "beautiful people." In 
one important study, the more attractive college girls were 
found to be less happily married 25 years later. 

It is apparently difficult to reserve the "power" of sex for 
one mate, ignoring the ego gratification that awaits outside 
the marriage bonds. And finally, the more attractive a per¬ 
son is in his or her youth, the more painful is the aging 
process. 

My point is this: The measurement of worth on a scale of 
beauty is wrong, often damaging to the "haves" and "have- 
nots." 


QUESTION: I know that my husband is a "womanizer" 
— a guy who can't resist anything in a skirt. Will he always 
be like this? Can I change him? 

I)R. DOBSON: It is difficult, if not impossible, to change 
anyone. It certainly cannot be accomplished by nagging, 
complaining and chastising. That only causes a person to 
dig in his heels and fight to the finish. 

What you can do is make it clear to your husband that he 
can't have you and a harem too, and that he must make a 
choice between his lust and his love. Unfortunately, merely 
putting these alternatives before him verbally will not force 
him to select one over the other. He would rather have both 
toys. That's why there will probably come a time for loving 
toughness when you back your words by firmness and de¬ 
finitive action. 


QUESTION: I have a friend who is a frequent victim of 
spousal abuse. How should she go about dealing with her 
husband's problem? 

DR. DOBSON: The principles of "love must be tough" 
offer the best response to an abusive husband. They begin 
with a recognition that behaviour does not change when 
things are going smoothly. If change is to occur, it usually 
does so in a crisis situation. Thus, a crisis must be created 
and managed very carefully. 

After the woman moves out and makes it clear that she 
has no intention of returning, the ball moves to her hus¬ 
band's court. If he never responds, she never returns. If it 
takes a year, or five years, then so be it. He has to want her 
bad enough to face his problem and to reach out to her. When 
(and if) her husband acknowledges that he has an abu¬ 
sive behaviour pattern and promises to deal with it, ne¬ 
gotiations can begin. 

A plan can be agreed upon that involves intensive Chris¬ 
tian counselling with a person of the wife's choosing. She 
should not return home until the counsellor concludes 
that she will be safe and that the husband is on the way 
to recovery. Gradually, they put their relationship back 
together. 

It's a long shot but one worth working to achieve.
